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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-20 are pending in tlie Application. 

Specification 

2. The abstract of tlie disclosure Is objected to because the title In the Abstract of 
the Disclosure should be deleted. . Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which fonns the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at tiie time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Molisch et al., Molisch hereinafter (US patent Publication Number 2004/0198260) 

Molisch teaches a UWB communication system for use both indoor and outdoor 

having a corresponding power spectral density (see col. [0009]) having a means for 

shaping the signal spectrum of the received sign (see equalizer 301 in fig. 3) 

comprising an equalizer for compensating an amplitude fluctuation induced by the 

channel. 

Even though Molisch shows a single equalizer as oppose to separate equalizer 
claimed indoor and outdoor filters in claim 16, using the single equalizer to compensate 
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the amplitude distortion of the received indoor and outdoor signals would occupy less 
space and less complexity. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a 
single equalizer to compensate the amplitude distortion in both the indoor and outdoor 
at the time the invention was made. 

Further to claim 17, even though Molisch does not show that the inherent 
equalizer's tap as having odd taps, it would have been obvious design choice to design 
the equalizer of Molisch to have only odd taps at the time the invention was made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-15 and 18-20 are allowed.
